But then the Reds go on to 'ay 
that their antiaircraft defense was

Claim a “ few warnings” were giv­ 
en. after which the craft was fire*I 
upon and brought down. 
Now aircraft identification is as 
fundamental to air defense a 
any 
thing can be 
The man who doesn’t 
know his plane silhouettes has no 
place on a defense line 
And the 
Lockheed Constellation is by all 
adds one of the commonest sights 
qn Europe’s and the world s air­ 
ways. 
With its famed triple -ta 
bilizer at the tail section, it is also 
one of the easiest planes to iden­ 
tify from the ground 
If the Bulgarian defenders could 
sec the plane well enough to tell 
that it wasn't one of theirs, they 
should have been able to observe 
that it was a Constellation 
And 
from that they should have quickly 
surmised it was a commercial ship 
bent only on peaceful p ur su its 
What were the “warnings” the 
defenders offered? 
Most likely a 
few preliminary antiaircraft bursts 
wide of the mark 
To be effective 
as warnings, they would have had 
to be followed bv a quiet interval 
giving the plane time to head back 
across the border. No evidence yet 
known suggests the doomed craft 
was given such a respite from at­ 
tack. 
The truth seems to be that Com 
munist gunners shoot 
first 
and 
think afterwards, if at all 
They 
do not appear to care what kind 
of plane comes within their range 
Despite many protestations to the 
contrary in recent times, the Com 
monists evidently are determined 
to delay indefinitely their entry in 
to the human society.
